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DECLARATORY 


RESOLUTION  NO.  229—1912 
Por  the  Widening  of  Packard  Avenue  from  Indiana  Avenue  to  Beaver  Avenue 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Port  Wayne, 
Indians.,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  widen  Packard  Ave- 
nue in  the  City  of  Port  Wayne,  County  of  Allen  and  State  of  Indiana, 
from  Indiana  Avenue  to  Beaver  Avenue  to  a width  of  fifty  (50)  feet. 

Said  widening  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  street 
purposes  sufficient  tracts  and  parcels  of  land  described  as  follows: 

Commencing  at  the  South-east  corner  of  Pi  V hard  Avenue  and  Beaver 
Avenue,  thence  south  nine  and  three- tenths  (9“3A°)  feet;  thence  north 
easterly  across  Lots  numbered  1 to  15  both  inclusive,  of  Ropa’s  1st 
Addition  to  the  South-west  corner  of  Packard  Avenue  and  Indiana  Avenue - 
thence  west  on  the  North  line  of  Lots  numbered  15  to  1,  both  inclusive' 
of  Ropa’s  1st  Addition  to  South-east  corner  of  Packard  Avenue  and  Bea- 
ver Avenue;  also  commencing  at  the  North-east  corner  of  Packard  Avenue 
and  Beaver  Avenue;  thence  North  fifteen  and  seven-tenths  ( 15*7/10 ) 
feet;  thence  North-easterly  to  a>  point  on  the  West  line  of  Indiana  Ave- 
nue that  is  t?/enty-five  (25)  feet  North  of  the  North-west  corner  of 
Packard  Avenue  and  Indiana  Avenue;  thence  south  twenty-five  (25)  feet 
to  the  North-west  corner  of  Packard  Avenue  and  Indiana  Avenue;  thence 
West  to  the  North-east  corner  of  Packard.  Avenue  and  BeaverrAvenue. 

All  of  the  above  described  lots  and  parcels  of  land  being  situated 
in  the  North-west  Section  14,  Township  30,  North  Range  12,  East. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  widening  of  Packard  Avenue 
as  above  described  no w on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  of  said  City. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by 
the  widening  of  Packard  Avenue  as  above  described  is  described  as  all 
lots  and  parcels  of  land  abutting  on  Packard  Avenue  between  Eairfield 
Avenue  and  Broadway.

The  said  undersigned  hereby  remonstrate*  against  the 
assessment  of  damages  assessed  by  you  in  my  favor  for  the 
taking  and  appropriating  of  the  last  above  described  real  estate 
to  be  usedfor  the  widening  and  opening  of  said  Packard  Avenue, 
and  remonstrates  against  the  award  of  benefit*  to  me  in  widening^ 
and  opening  said  Packard  Avenue  and  for  grounds  of  remonstrance 

•ays,  that  the  sum  awarded  by  you  to  me  as  damages  to-wit  $745*00 
for  taking  said  real  estate  is  inadequate,  'too  low  an  amount  and 
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dctsrnt  in  any  fair  or  just  manner  adequately  compensate  me 
for  the  taking  and  appropriating  of  said  property  and  the 
damage  done  to  me  and  my  said  real  estate. 

That  the  value  of  the  property  appropriated  and  taken  as 
above  described  is  in  excess  of  Three  Thousand  (#3000.00)  Dollar* 
and  in  addition  thereto  the  value  of  my  real  estate  remaining  after 
the  taking  off  said  strip  is  greatly  reduced  in  value  and  render- 
ed unsalable  as  the  remaining  space  is  rendered  too  shallow  to 
plat  into  salable  lots.  That  the^ award  of  benefits  as  made  by  you 

to  me  in  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  (#100.00)  is  unjust  for  the 
reason  that  the  property  remaining  after  the  taking  of  said  strip 

is  not  benefited  but  is  greatly  reduced  in  value. 

WHEREFORE  your  rononstrator  prays  that  said  assessment 
of  benefits  be  cancelled  and  declared  void  and  said  award  of 
damages  be  increased  to  the  sum  of  #3000.00  for  the  taking  and 
appropriating  of  said  property  and  the  damage  to  the  remaining 
property.

PETITION  TO  OPEN  STREET, 

COME  Now  the  undersigned,  owners  of  real  estate  abutting 
on  Packard  avenue  in  the  city  of  Tort  Wayne,  and  say  that  up  until 
the  13th  day  of  October,  1910,  Packard  Avenue  in  the  City  of  Fort. 
Wayne , in  running  westward  terminated  upon  Indiana  Avenue,  then 
from  Indiana  avenue  to  Beaver  avenue  there  was  no  street  at  u~l  anu 
then  from  Beaver  avenue  west  to  Broadway  the  said  Packard  avenue 
continued;  that  on  the  7th  day  of  October,  1910, your  honorable  hoard 
approved  a plat  of  the  ground  lying  between  Indiana  avenue  and  Bea- 

sura nue  and  just,  south  of  said  Packard,  avenue,  ii  said,  street 
were  extended  from  Indiana  avenue  to  Beaver  avenue ; that  said  plat 

was  known  as  Ropa's  First  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne ; that 
the  Tri  State  & Loan  Trust  Company,  being  the  owner  of  said  described 
tract  cf  land  recorded  said  plat  in  the  Recorder's  Office  of  Allen 
County,  Indiana,  on  the  13th  aay  of  October,  1910;  that  according 
to  said  plat  twenty “five  feet  off  of  the  north  side  cf  said  ground 
was  dedicated  for  the  purpose  of  a street  and  public  highway;  that 
the  south  line  of/ said  highway  so  dedicated^ W—btP  Indiana  avenue;
